WASHINGTON (AP)-^Thc Unit- 


ed States will give the world's 
scientists about four days' notice 
be'fore firing three mis'sife borite 
nuclear test devices over the Pa- 
•ific in June or July. 
The Pentagon said Monday ad- 


vance word of the three blasts will 
be given so that geophysicists and 
other scientists can make meas- 
urements of interest to the scien- 
lific community. 


Atmospheric effects of the high- 


altitude blasts could include auro- 
ral displays resembling the north- 
ern lights over the South Seas and 
interference with Pacific radio 
communicatins over a wide area. 


Similar temporary

ovyed a 1958 blast.1 over Johnston 
Island. It produced a spectacular 
kurorsall display' above' Sarrfc'a, 
about 2,000 miles' s'outh1 of the teBt 
site, and interfered temporarily 
with high-frequency radio commu- 
nications over an area extending 
2,000 miles.

netic field by atomic particles

was 


blamed for the side effects. 


The Pentagon spokesman said 


'wo of the high-allitude blasts in 
the Johnston Island area will be 
equivalent to fewer than a million 
tons of TNT. 


He said one of these shots will 


be at an altitude measured in 
tens of kilometers, the other at 
hundreds of kilmeters. A kilome- 
ter is five-eighths of a mile. 


The third shot will be in the 


megaton-yield range, and will be 
Fired at hundreds of kilometers, 
the spokesman said.
